,— By DeWITT MacKENZIE------ 
That ato mic bo mb bids fair to 
be the o ne to end all bo mbs. 
There are two way s o f lo o king 
at this terrible new po wer. 
The 
happier view' is that militaristic- 
minded natio ns no lo nger will dare 
make war and so expo se them­ 
selves to annihilatio n. It may be 
that we stand o n the thresho ld o f 
an era o f peace, iro nically impo sed 
o n a mischievo us wo rld by fear o f 
the mo st awful weapo n ever de- 
v ised. 
That’s o ne way o f ending 
all 
bo mbs. 
But there's ano ther and 
less co mfo rting viewpo int. 
This 
was rather bluntly but succinctly 
ex pressed by an edito r co lleague 
o f mine just after news o f the 
ato mic bo mb bro ke. 
“It makes 
me 
sick 
to 
my 
sto mach to think o f it,” he said. 
“Yo u wo nder whether man isn’t 
getting to o damned smart, and 
wo n’t destro y himself.” 
Well, o f co urse y o u can’t dis­ 
co unt that idea. 
Certainly the 
time has arrived when, 
if 
all 
co untries do n’t agree to fo rsake 
armed aggressio n, natio ns will be 
liable to destructio n almo st o ver­ 
night. 
In 
this co nnectio n 
wre 
sho uld remember that the secret 
o f the bo mb perhaps wo n’t be 
secret lo ng. The scientists o f the 
W'o rld will ferret it o ut. 
The Germans all but 
had 
it 
when we o verwhelmed them, and 
if they had succeeded in so lving 
the pro blem, we fo lk o f the United 
States and the o ther Allied Na­ 
tio ns 
to day 
might 
be 
under 
Hitler’s heel. 
President Truman 
himself has said that so me pro tec­ 
tio n against the bo mb must be 
fo und befo re its secret is given to 
the wo rld. 
On the who le it seems lo gical to 
ex pect that the ato mic bo mb may 
be the rainbo w’ o f peace rather 
than the sign o f glo bal 
suicide. 
Surely the w’o rld has to o much 
ho rse-sense to challenge such a 
po wer. Even a gangster gunman 
do esn’t 
deliberately 
walk 
into 
machinegun fire. 
We 
get 
en­ 
co uragement fo r this view’ in Mr. 
Truman’s statement: 
“I shall give further co nsider­ 
atio n and make further reco m­ 
mendatio n to the Co ngress as to 
ho w ato mic po wer can beco me a 
po werful and fo rceful influence 
to wards wo rld peace.” 
Wo rld peace is the greatest bo o n 
that the disco very can bring us, 


6 0 far as w’e can judge no w’. But 
with peace assured, there appar­ 
ently are unlimited benefits fo r 
mankind in what the President 
describes 
as 
“harnessing 
the 
basic po wer o f the universe.” 
Ho wever, we still have a jo b o f 
war to clear up befo re w’e can set 
the ato mic bo mb to po licing the 
glo be. 
And ho wr is this amazing 
develo pment likely to affect the 
Japanese imbro glio ? 
To answer that 
we 
need 
to 
kno w the full Jap reactio n to that 
first terrific ato mic bo mb. 
Thus 
far they have admitted cautio usly 
its destructive po w’er and say it did 
“co nsiderable 
damage.” 
Either 
they surrender fo rthwith 
(which 
any reaso nable peo ple wo uld do ) 
o r, to use President Truman’s 
language again, “they may ex pect 
a rain o f ruin fro m the air, the 
like o f w-hich has never been seen 
©n earth.” 
But if the misguided 
men o f 
Nippo n prefer to fight it o ut, the 
new bo mb pro mises the Allies an 
easier and much quicker end o f 
the w'ar. 
We are to ld that this 
bo mb has an ex plo sive fo rce equal 
to the striking-po w’er o f a fleet 
o f 2,000 B-29 s, each carry ing 10 
to ns o f TNT. 
This 
means 
that 
huge sectio ns o f 
the 
Japanese 
mainland co uld be literaally para­ 
ly zed within a few ho urs with the 
ato mic bo mb. 
Thus by using these bo mbs fo r 
preliminary bo mbardment, Allied 
tro o ps co uld be put asho re with 
ease. Indeed, judging fro m the 
advance no tices o f 
this 
ato mic 
to rnado , there sho uld be no o p­ 
po sitio n to the initial landing at 
all. 
In any event, witho ut pushing 
o ur o ptimism to o hard, we can as­ 
sume that the co mplex io n o f the 
war has been co mpletely altered

Every 
garage and auto repair 
sho p in this 34-co unty district is 
go ing 
to be checked by district 
OPA o fficials to determine wheth­ 
er car o wners are being “go uged" 
fo r repairs, it was revealed at the 
co unty ’s OPA headquarters, but 
no details co ncerning the investi­ 
gatio n in Washingto n C. H. o r 
Fay ette Co unty were revealed. 
This 
became kno wn no t lo ng 
after Albert G. Giles, the district 
OPA rents and services enfo rce­ 
ment atto rney , said he had filed 
suits in federal co urt against eight 
garages 
in 
Co lumbus. In each 
case, it was said, mandato ry 
in­ 
junctio ns had been asked to re­ 
strain 
them 
fro m do ing repair 
wo rk until “co rrect and pro per” 
filing had been made with their 
ratio n bo ard. The cases are sched­ 
uled to be heard o n Aug. 14. These 
are the first cases o f the kind in 
the district, it was said. 
Giles was quo ted as say ing the 
OPA had been receiving “lo ts o f 
co mplaints” o f what was called 
“go uging.” Co ntinuing, is was said 
that Giles had said: 
"There is a tremendo us amo unt 
o f go uging o n and these suits are 
the o pening gun in a drive to end 
it. 
We can’t 
check the present 
rates fo r ceiling vio latio ns unless 
we have a pro per filing o f base 
perio d rates. Ceilings are set at 
prices charged in March, 1942. 
If necessary , we are go ing to file 
suit against every garage in the 
district if they 
do n’t 
file their 
base perio d rates within the nex t 
few day s.” 
Fro m Willard Campbell, chief 
district 
enfo rcement 
atto rney , 
OPA o fficials here said they had 
been to ld that co urt actio n insti­ 
tuted by regio nal and district o f­ 
fices o f the OPA during the first 
half o f this y ear “pro vides evi­ 
dence o f the effectiveness o f the 
enfo rcement divisio n.” 
Quo ting 
fro m info rmatio n re­ 
ceived fro m the district chief, it 
was said: 
“During the first six mo nths o f 
this 
y ear, OPA instituted 1,410 
cases in the five-state regio n em­ 
bracing Ohio , 
West 
Virginia, 
Kentucky , Michigan and Indiana. 
Only 40 cases were lo st. Thus 98 
percent o f all suits were success­ 
ful. 
“The mo st po pular sanctio n in 
the regio n was the injunctio n suit, 
o f which 
enfo rcement 
o fficials 
co mpleted 743. Criminal pro secu­ 
tio ns to taled 368 , administrative 
treble damage actio ns 28 9 , license 
suspensio n suits 6 and co ntempt 
pro ceedings 4. 
‘The 
increase 
in co urt cases 
do es no t necessarily indicate mo re 
vio latio ns o f OPA regulatio ns. It 
do es sho w that mo re 
and mo re 
vio lato rs 
are 
being 
reached 
thro ugh 
efficient 
enfo rcement 
metho ds. 
“Twenty -six criminal pro ceed­ 
ings were filed in the 34-co unty 
Co lumbus district during the first 
half o f the y ear. Ninety -eight in­ 
junctio n suits were filed, 64 treble 
damage suits were filed and o ne 
license suspensio n suit was insti­ 
tuted.

here while awaiting 
permissio n 
to enter 
the United 
States. 
Two o ther bo y s, a Po le and an 
Italian, already have 
arrived in 
America 
with U. S. tro o ps who 
smuggled them o n bo ard ships in 
barracks bags. “Bo bby ,” who ’s a 
little 
“bro wned 
o ff,” 
say s 
he 
kno ws them bo th and that neither 
has been with the Americans as 
lo ng as he has. 
In fact, say s “Bo bby ,” the Po l­ 
ish lad jo ined the GI’s o nly 20 
day s ago while he was with them 
thro ugh 
the 
German campaign 
since 
his 
liberatio n 
in 
Italy 
mo nths ago . 
“Bo bby ” speaks German, Czech­ 
o slo vakian, Ukranian and Po lish, 
but very little English. So me so l­ 
diers who speak German and Po l­ 
ish 
are statio ned 
at this 
364th 
fighter base and he talks mo stly 
thro ugh interpreters. 
“I want to go to Chicago , Amer­ 
ica,” is abo ut his lo ngest speech. 
Asked 
why , 
he replies: “Go to 
scho o l” and “read and write.” 
T. Sgt. Martin Ley ko o f Balti­ 
mo re, 
Md., to ld that “Bo bby ’s” 
parents were killed in a German 
air 
raid o n 
Kharko v, 
and the 
child was a slave servant o f Ger­ 
man Gen. “Schultz” until he was 
liberated 
by 
the 44th Divisio n. 
“Bo bby ” never has been to scho o l 
and thinks peo ple laugh at him 
because he can’t read o r write. 
But the little, bro wn-ey ed bo y 
understands mo re English than he 
lets o n. When so meo ne mentio ned 
“po ints” he brightened and went 
into a lo ng speech in Po lish, po int­ 
ing to eight o verseas stripes o n his 
sleeve and the Purple Heart rib­ 
bo n he wears because he has been 
in 
the war fo ur y ears and was 
sho t 
by the Germans when he 
tried to escape. All that adds up 
to 
101 
po ints 
and 
sho uld be 
eno ugh to get any GI ho me. 
When Sgt. Klo no wski left Ger­ 
many he gave “Bo bby ” a no te and 
to ld him to give it to American 
so ldiers so they ’d help him get to 
America. Instead, “Bo bby ” go t o n 
a bo at fo r England, 
was picked 
up by the Red Cro ss, and put in a 
ho spital at Bury St. Edmunds. 
After a few day s at the ho spi­ 
tal he to o k a nurse’s bicy cle and 
set o ut to jo in the nearest Amer­ 
ican tro o ps. 
Last week a civil 
co urt 
o fficially 
put him in the 
custo dy o f Cpl. Richard S. Zam- 
ly nski, (2529 So uth Sawy er Ave.)

Accid en t* to Child ren 


A careful stud y of the figures 
or. accid en ts to child ren shows that 
the n umber rises grad ually from 
the age of two year» upward , is 
h.ghe*-t between the age» of four 
an d right an d highest of all from 
five to aix year» , probably because 
this is the age at which moit chil­ 
d ren start to atten d school. After 
the age of eight there is a slight 
d eclin e in the n umber of accid en ts, 
but after twelve year» there is a 
» till further in crease, which has 
been shown to be d ue argely to

accid en t» to child ren on Meyele*. 
More boys than girl» hav» acci­ 
d en ts of this type.

volvin g child ren . The usual timo 
for most accid en ts to occur is from 
12:00 to 1:00 at n oon , 4:00 to 6 :00 
an d 6:00 to 7:00 p.m. 
Impulsive Behavior 
Child ren behave more impulalvo- 
ly an d in a less con trolled fashion 
when they are alon e than when 
some ad ult is with them. Hen ce 
the presen ce of a police officer or 
a teacher or guard when child ren 
are crossin g street» is a » afety 
measure of importan ce. These ef­ 
forts may be fruitless if, d urin g 
their leisure hours, child ren are 
permitted to play in d an gerous lo­ 
cation s. 
It is im portan t for paren ts to 
appeal 
d irectly to child ren to 
make them wan t to d o the right 
thin g an d n ot rebel again st au­ 
thority by d eliberately playin g in 
d an gerous places. Old er child ren 
may be taught to look after the 
youn ger on es an d to try to give 
them an attitud e of respon sibility. 
It will require the combin ed ef­ 
forts of all ad ult» to meet the im­ 
portan t problem of preven tin g 
road accid en ts.
